Many began carrying their household 


«oods to places of safety. 


They had made no more than one trip 


ivhen they wore forced to flee for their 


Jives. 


The river burst .jrom lt» banks and n 


raging sea, half a mile wide swept 
across the valley, 
carrying 
houses, 


burns and fences before It. 


To add to tho horror of the situation, 


Mic main supply pipe of the water 
works system burst where It crossed 


the Cottonwood In tho southern part 


and all the water In the 
reservoirs 


poured Into the river. 


During the night tho bridge loading 


across the rlvor to the city was swept 
away. 


The people .--ere absorbed watching 


tho rising waters. 


This morning the lloofl from the res- 


ervoirs came down In a solid wall and 
cut across an arm of land near the 


mainland, cutting oft people from eu- 
cape.

a rescuing party and began the con- 


struction of boats. 


Three daring raftsmen sought to res- 


cue an old man from a tree. The raft, 
as It rushed down the river, was watch 
ed with breathless excitement. 


It struck overhanging limbs and the 


raftsmen were knocked from their feet 


They managed to stay on the raft, how- 


ever, and 11 went whirling toward the 
Clmarron.

Tho rivalry which was born of tho let- 
ting ot the contract to Belasco' of San 
Francisco for the outdoor advertising 
of the Oakland Exposition did not ter- 
minate when Belasco retired from the 
field, for Belasco transferred all his in- 
torests to Slebe & Greene of San Fran- 
cisco and they havo been conducting 
business here ever since. 


SitllwoII, tho local billboard man, 


has therefore had a continued fight on 
his hund-H. Instead of being wrought 
any injury by It, though, he says the 
competition has done him good, for it 
has stimulated business In such a man- 
ner that even with tho opposition to 
contend with, he has more trade than 
ever before. 


A good clsal of this advance has re- 


sulted from the fact that many firms 
llndlnpr such 
excellent results came 


from newspaper advertising, decided to 
extend their sphere and in consequence 
have been having posters displayed on 
the public thoroughfares.

he same. 
Up to 2 o'clock in the afternoon ten 
rains had left.

TUB CO-OPERATIVE. 


As to tho number of cigars consumed 


and the percentage of tho Oakland manu 
facture of cigars, the managers at the 
Oakland Co-operative Cigar Company 
agreed with those dealers previously In- 
terviewed. 
They stated that tho clgar- 


makor of Oakland was In direct competi- 
tion with the non-union, cheap tenement 
labor of. Now York and the large East- 
em cities. These tenement cigar manu- 
factories are usually made up of foreign- 
ers, to whom from $8 to J10 per week Cor 
an entire family was a wage much larger 
than they could possibly earn abroad. In 
the manufacture of cigars In Oakland they 
believed that there was little or no non- 
union work. They lay tho prefaronue uf 
smokers to Eastern ctgaru solely to the 
advertising of Eastern cigars. 
"Mout 


smokers smoke with their eyes," they 
said. "That is to say, It is usually tlio 
brand that meets their gaze on every wall 
or fence board that determines their 
choice. But, as a general thing, tho cigar- 
makers of this city cannot auTord to ad- 
vertise on any such scale as that of the 
Eastern houses. Capital will not Intercut 
Itself In the cigar Industry here In any 
great degree." 


Another phase of the question, It was 


urged, was presented In the attitude of the 
retailers of Oakland toward tho home 
production. Thoy will not handle a cigar 
of equal quality with the Eastern mukr 
unless they ure able to set It for 10 per 
cent or 15 per cent less than the Enstc-rn 
make.

make from 150 to 175 cigars per day—that 
is to say, good cigars. Out of the twenty 
men possibly employed here no more than 
thirteen are engaged in making the ci- 
gars. Now, counting those thirteen men 
as being able each to make 150 cigars pe> 
day, 
we find a total product amounting 


to about 2,000 per day. How many cigars 
do I estimate are consumed in Oakland 
in a day? Well, we will suppose there are 
6,000 men here who smoke cigars, and 
that is a moderate estimate. They will 
average at the lowest from three to four 
cigars per day each, giving the total of 
the'cigars smoked as 15,000 to 20,000. per 
day. 
Now then, there are, as I said, about 


2,000 c.lgar* of that 20,000 cigars made here 
in Oakland—in other wqrds, 10 per cent. 
The only reason why we do not sell more 
Oakland cigars is that the public do no 
want home product. The Eastern cigar 
Is taken, nine times out of ten, in prefer 
ence, whether better or not." 


' THE CO-OPERATIVE. 


As to the number of cigars consume! 


and the percentage of the Oakland mam 
facture of cigar*, the managers at the 
Oakland Co-operative Cigar Company 
agreed with those dealers previously In- 
terviewed. They stated that the cigar' 
maker of Oakland was in direct competi- 
tion with the non-union, cheap tenement 
labor of New. York and the large East- 
ern cities. These tenement cigar manu- 
factories are usually made up of foreign- 
ers, to whom from IS to J10 per week for 
an entire family was a wage much larger 
than they could possibly earn abroad. In 
the manufacture of cigars In Oakland they 
believed that there was little or no non- 
union worlc.. They lay the preference of 
smokers to Eastern cigars solely to the 
advertising of Eastern cigars. 
"Most 


smokers smoke with their eyes," they 
said. "That is to say, it is usually tne 
brand that meets their gaze on every wall 
or fence board that determines their 
choice. 'But, as a general thing, the cigar- 
makers of thi* city cannot afford to ad- 
vertise on any such icate as that of the 
Eastern houses. Capital will'not interest 
itself in the cigar industry here in any 
great degree." 
, 


Another phase of the question, It was 


urged, was presented in the attitude of the 
retailers of Oakland toward the 'home 
production. They will not handle a cigar; 
of equal quality with the Eastern make, 
unless they are able to get it for 10 per 
cent or 15 per cent'less than the Eastern 
make.
